Economic Highlights f\ 

How strong axe. the Russians — and how adequate 
are this country's defense establishment and security 
program? These enormously important questions have 
been, given an answer by our ranking military man — 
Admiral Arthur W. Radford, Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, The Admiral's views were presented 
to. a Senate subcommittee and excerpts were re- 
leased for publication at the beginning of August. 

Admiral Radford pointed out that .the threat to 
our security consists- of the policies and power of the 
Soviet Union — ariid that the problem is how to best 
meet this threat '"without undermining our funda- 
mental values and institutions." Moreover, the situa- 
tion is vastly complicated by the fact that the threat 
is not solely a military one — it also involves econo- 
mic, psychological, and subversive programs. Thus, 
"we must be constantly prepared and remain suf- 
ficiently flexible to counter all of these threats simul- 
taneously." 

Still another difficulty faced by the Defense De- 
partment, Admiral Radford went on, lies in "gearing 
production schedules to anticipated obsolescence." 
The nuclear, aeronautical and electronic sciences wait 
for no man. Revolutionary changes and developments 
may take place almost overnight. Thus, the question 
of obsolescence weighs heavily in deciding how many 
weapons of any particular type should be produced. 

In view of all this, Admiral Radford said, "I be- 
lieve that at the present time and under present 
world conditions the over-all defense program is a 
sound one." 

Then, in answer to questioning by subcommittee 
members, Admiral Radford dealt with various phases 
of that program. He does not, for instance, believe 
that guided missiles will drastically change the pic- 
ture for a considerable time to come. He opposes the 
proposal that it is-' time to abolish the present military 
services and replace them with a single service and a 
single uniform. As he put it, "We could all go in the 
same uniform and we would still have compartmen- 
tation within this single uniform." 

He does believe that moderiu weapons ■ make it 



possible for a nation to have powerful deterrents with 
smaller forces than in the' past— and that we have 
such deterrents and will have still more effective ones 
in the future. He feels that the North Koreans would 
not have attacked South Korea in 1950 if we had 
even one little combat unit on the 38th parallel— for 
the reason that they would have known that war 
would follow, And, he reasons, our potential enemies 
are not likely to take warlike steps now if they know 
that U, S. retaliation would be inevitable. In this cone 
nection, he feels that Congress should give advance 
authority— "unmistakable notice to the whole world" 
—for U, S. military action" if aggressors : threateri. our ■ 
national and international interests. 

Finally, Admiral Radford touched on Russian 
strength. Here he said: "There, lis good reason to.be- 
Jieve that we normaly overestimate Communist capa- 
bilities in almost every respect .■ . . . There has been 
an almost hysterical assumption of great capabilities 
on the part of the Communists, some of which, in my 
opinion, actually do not exist." The sum of his testi- 
mony was simply that the enemy capabilities are 
watched and evaluated with . extreme care and 
thoroughness — and that our defense program meets 

the present needs of this nation.

Suggest Cancer 
Virus May Cause 



Human Leukemia 

DETROIT— Is dreaded human 
leukemia caused by cancer virus? 
Medical scientists will know. ^with- 
in a few years," a Duke Univer- 
sity virologist has predicted. 

Findings by a Duke cancer re-' 
search team throw/further light on 
the subject by adding support to 
the long-debated possibility that 
this blood-cancor disease Is caused 
by cancer virus, Dr. Joseph W. 
Beard, professor of experimental 
surgery, declared at a cancer con- 
ference.. 

For more than 50 years some 
investigators have . suspected this 
possibility. Opinions have been di- 
vided, however, because research- 
ers didn't know exactly what to 
look for, and no significantly sub- 
stantiating evidence had been 
found. 

The Duke team has Isolated 
three separate viruses which cause 
forms of leukosis in chickens, dis- 
eases closely resembling human 
leukemia. That is, the team has 
actually taken pictures and de- 
scribed the physical characteris- 
tics and chemical behavior of these 
viruses. 

"At present it is still not possible 
to prove conclusively that human 
leukemia and Hodgln's disease are 
caused by cancer viruses, but if 
it's true, the problem of research 
has been greatly simplified. Mod- 
ern methods and what has been 
learned from studies on animals 
and fowls give us the know-how 
we have needed for direct ap- 
proach to the study of human leu- 
kemia," he said. 



Science Studies 
Lobster's Brain 

LOS ANGELES— A "miniature' 
brain" in the lobster heart may 
tell us more dbout how the- com- 
plex systems of nervous units In 
humans act together to produce 
behavior. 

This tiny clump of nine nerve 
cells, which controls the lobster's 
heartbeat, is being studied in the 
zoology department at the Univer- 
sity of California. 

By placing microscopic elec- 
trodes in the nerve cells the inves- 
tigators have been able to record 
the electrical activity generated 
by them. This energy comes from 
two groups of nerve cells— four 
small ones and five large ones. 

The small cells apparently stim- 
ulate the large ones, which in turn 
cause the quick, rhythmic heart 

contractions. The nervous energy 
is fired in machine-gun-like blasts. 
The study has suggested .that 
the lobster heart is-a model organ- 
ism which is capable of very sim- 
ple behavior patterns — rhythmic, 
coordinated contractions. The 
"miniature brain", with its relative 
autonomy and spontaneous, inte- 
grated and patterned activity 
shows strong resemblance to. a 
central nervous system.
